Chicago, Dec. 29.— Too feeble to lift 
her head Mrs. Louise Verm ilya, on her 
cot in the county jail hospital pleaded 
not guilty to tiie indictment charging 
her with tDe murder of Policeman 
Arthur Bissonette, who she is accused 
of poisoning with arsenic. 
Because of 
her condition, the jail physician de 
clared it not safe for her to be taken 
to the courtroom. 
Judge Kersten convened court in the

room, and

allegations on

pects to convict the woman of murder, 
was handed to her. 
The state charges that arsenic was 
given Bissonette from a pepper box.

was used by her in her attempt to end 
her life.

The authorities are frequently 
worried by souvenir hunters, but rare 
ly has an effort been made to destroy 
in tin* capitol or other public buildings 
iii W ashington m erely for the purpose 
of destroying. 
In this case the vandal 
dropped the piece of canvas cut from 
the fram e on the grand stair lending to 
the painting. 
A sharp knife w as used 
In tho work. - The cut w as a clean one. 
hut apparently w as not accom plished 
w ithout difficulty. 
An exam ination of 
tim picture showed that the vandal 
had m ade two unsucessful efforts to 
push his knife or other sharp Instru­ 
ment through the canvas before he 
made an opening. 
Various theories have been advanced 
as to the reasons that prompted the 
mutilation o f the painting.

inclined to believe the canvas w as cut 
by a disgruntled or discharged em­ 
ployee.

“The Battle of bake Erie," one of th. 
| largest and most valuable painting*- 
that hang bi tin* senate wing of the 
I’nitcd Slab . capitol. 
The painting 
j was defaced near tin* left hand corm r 
I thereby marring tin* witter scene. 
"The Batt! * of bake Erie,” by I’ow- 
j ell, Is one of the most popular works o 
art in the capitol. The canvas is tIiir 
I ty-flvo feet long and twenty-five f<*> 
, high. 
The picture represents Commo 
1 dor© Oliver Hazard Perry in the mids; 
J of tin* battle as he loaves the disabled 
flagship bnwrence in tin* foreground t<> 
transfer bis battle flag to the Niagara 
on tho right in order to renew the 
tight. 
The mutilation of “The Battle of 
Lake Erie” is regarded as tin* worst 
act of vandalism in the history of the 
capitol. The authorities are frequently 
worrit! by souvenir hunters, but rare 
ly bas an effort been made to destroy 
In the capitol or other public buildings 
In Washington merely for the purpose 
of destroying. 
In this case the vandal 
dropped the piece of canvas cut from 
the frnraeon the grand stair lending to 
the painting. 
A sharp knife was used 
In the work. • The cut was a clean one. 
but apparently was not accomplished 
without difficulty. 
An examination of 
the picture showed that the vandal 
find made two unsucessful efforts to 
push his knife or other sharp Instru­ 
ment through the canvas before he 
made an opening. 
Various theories have been advanced 
as to tile reasons that prompted the 
mutilation of the painting. 
Some a r 
Inclined to believe the canvas was cut 
by a disgruntled or discharged em­ 
ployee. 
It is suggested also that the 
act may have been committed by 
Russian sympathizer, who thus ga vt 
vent to Ills resentment over the at­ 
tacks made on the Russian govern­ 
ment In the debates on the resolution 
proposing the abrogation of the treaty 
of 1832. 
The police have no substan 
tlation of tills theory. 
The cutting of "Tile Battle of Lake 
Erie” has recalled many nets of de 
st ruction and defacements of works of 
art In the capitol. Something of a s< n 
sation was kicked up a decade back 
when it was discovered that one of til 
great toes of the (Jreenough statue of 
< Jeorge Washington, which stood in 
the plaza facing the east front of flu* 
j capitol, was missing, 
Search for tin 
i toe anil the person responsible for Its 


Indian painting. 
The picture could 
not be found. 
While the capitol au­ 
thorities have declined to make any 
comment on this particular case, It is 
known that the painting was located 
in the home of a New York congress­ 
man. 
How It got there was never sat­ 
isfactorily explained 
to those who 
were apprised of the disappearance of 
the painting, nor would the capitol o f ­ 
ficials make any comment on its re 
turn to the capitol. 
Tills particular 
incident created a sensation at the 
time, but the name of the statesman 
involved was never published. 
"The Battle of Lake Erie” was paint 
od by William II. I’owell upon an or 
der of congress. 
Under the terms of 
a J'dnt resolution passed Man h 2. 1st VV 
the joint committee on library was di­ 
rected to enter Into a contract with 
Mr. Powell "to paint a picture for the 
United States to be placed at the head 
of one of the grand staircases iii the 
capitol illustrative of some naval vic­ 
tory. the particular subject to be agreed 
on by the committee and the artist." 
The government paid $25,000 for the 
painting.
